Mr. Bisto tried to defend hs son-in-law had 
blinded him to such an extent as ta make him 
bring forth arguments so extraneous and so 
much beyond ¢ rrect principles of logic and of

worse than the bite They are very jarge with 
a bead resembling that of a fox. Natives 
thoroughly enjoy the flush of the animal and 
believe it to be very strengthening.
